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Opioids: | 
the other 
hidden enemy

There is a health crisis 
raging all around us; one 
that impacts first respon- 
ders, frontline workers, 
and families, and it’s not 
COVID-19. Until it was 
pushed off the front page 
in early 2020 by the coron- 
avirus pandemic, the opi- 
oid epidemic, a massive fo- 
cus of federal, state and 
local health governments 
and health agencies, was 
the number one medical 
crisis in the country. 

CDC Director Robert 
Redfield, in April of 2019, 
stated that the opioid cri- 
sis is “the public health is- 
sue of our time.” 

Now, in this time of un- 
certainty, anxiety, and iso- 
lation, the issue is compli- 
eated further, and now 
amplified for those suffer- 
ing from addiction, men- 
tal illness, and struggling 
through recovery. 

Tewksbury and Wilming- 
ton are part of a larger 
collaborative of communi- 


ties that work to educate, ° 


coordinate and support 
those who are in the 
throes of substance use 
issues. Maria Ruggiero, 
the Substance Abuse Pre- 
vention Collaborative Pro- 
gram Director for the 
Greater Lowell area, is 
centered at the Tewksbury 
Police Department as part 
of a civilian corps of re- 
sponders who help guide 
residents of seven towns to 
resources for prevention, 
treatment and recovery. 

Ruggiero works in con- 
cert with Samantha Reif, 
Health and Recovery Co- 
ordinator for the Wilming- 
ton Police Department. 
Ruggiero and Reif also 
work with recovery coach- 
es in their respective towns, 
and assist with referrals 
throughout the Merrimack 
Valley for those who are 
struggling through all 
phases of addiction and 
recovery. 

Reif and Ruggiero, in a 
recent teleconference with 
the Town Crier, explained 
that there has. been an 
uptick in overdoses, no- 
tably since the corona- 
virus pandemic has struck. 
In addition, those that have 
been in long-term recov- 
ery from drug or alcohol 
use have relapsed. 

“The isolation has been 
very difficult, especially 
for those who depend on 
face-to-face contact as part 
of their recovery program,” 
said Reif. 

While the support servic- 
es have adapted quickly to 
provide online or. tele- 
health counseling and sup- 
port, for some, it just isn’t 
the same. 

“We have some people 
who don’t want to engage 
over the phone or online,” 
said Reif. “We try to rec- 
ommend strategies they 
can use, such as letting 
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others know they are 
struggling, call for support 
if they are using [drugs], 
have NARCAN on hand in 
case of an overdose, etc.” 

Ruggiero, whose focus is 
on education and harm re- 
duction, discussed the is- 
sue of liquor stores being 
deemed “essential” at this 
time. 

“We don’t want to en- 
courage people to use al- 
cohol, but if people were 
cut off from it, they could 
go into fatal withdrawal,” 
she said. 

She and Reif both ac- 
knowledged that alcohol 
delivery with meals also 
introduces liquor into the 
home, and they worry 
about juvenile access and 
use. However, at this time 
when nurses and doctors 
are being pulled from 
other disciplines to help 
support the pandemic re- 
sponse, there are just not 
enough services to help 
the large number of peo- 
ple who could go into with- 
drawal and need care. 

Officer Jennie Welch of 
the Tewksbury Police De- 
partment receives the cri- 
sis calls for Tewksbury. 

“It’s hard to comfort 
someone when you can’t 
get near them, or they 
can’t see your face because 
of the mask,” she said. 

But Welch said that peo- 
ple should not hesitate to 
call any of the hotline 
numbers. 

“Someone will get back 
to you almost immediate- 
ly,” Welch said, “we are 
here for you.” 

Matt Page-Shelton, Re- 
gional Director for Front- 
line Initiative, a collabora- 
tive of Tewksbury, Bil- 
lerica, Chelmsford, Dra- 
cut and Tyngsboro, is also 
based in Tewksbury and 
said that his staff is very 
busy on the crisis inter- 
vention and recovery side. 

“This is just an extraor- 
dinary time,” said Page- 
Shelton. 

Page-Shelton said there 
has been a 40 percent in- 
crease in substance relat- 
ed calls to their agency 
since mid-March. Page- 
Shelton said that recovery 
coaches and counselors 
are doing what they can to 
keep people from using or 
relapsing. 

“The strain on resources 
and first responders at 
this time has had us do 
what we can to keep peo- 
ple safe,” which might 
mean checking in several 
times per day, referring 
clients to teleconference 
support meetings and the 
like. 

As civilians, the support 
staff know they walk a fine 
line, especially with those 
consuming drugs and alco- 
hol, but they are trying to 
keep the strain off of med- 
ical facilities. 

“We have resources we 
can channel people to be- 
fore they resort to the hos- 
pital,” said Page-Shelton. 

Page-Shelton also said 
that resources are avail- 
able for people regardless 
of ability to pay. 

“Services are grant-fund- 
ed and are no cost/insur- 
ance blind,” and that all 
the organizations who sup- 
port addiction and recov- 
ery do whatever they can

WINCHESTER — Safe- 
ty and service have been 
challenged by the CO- 
VID-19 pandemic, but 
they remain the basic and 
perpetual goals of the 
Winchester Police and 
Fire Departments, which 
are meeting the chal- 
lenges while performing 
their duties as first re- 
sponders. 

It may not be policing 


as usual these days, but 
for Police Chief Peter 
MacDonnell the mission 
is still the same, to pro- 
tect the safety of the 
public and his officers.

“The focus for me as 
police chief,” MacDon- 
nell said, “is to provide 
adequate and proper ser- 
vices.” As for new poli- 
cies and procedures, “You 
have to put into practice 
what you can and what’s 
important.”

WILMINGTON — This 
past Sunday, four mem- 
bers of the Wilmington 
United Methodist Church 
walked as far as 20 miles 
around the town partici- 
pating in a virtual Walk 
for Hunger to raise mon- 
ey for Project Bread. 
George Smith, Hal Wood- 
bury, Jessica Farns- 
worth Kruss, and Denise 
Farnsworth raised a to- 
tal of $5,200 in support 
for anti-hunger work ac- 
ross Massachusetts. 

Project Bread is a Bos- 
ton-based charity born 
out of a grassroots move- 
ment taking a stand 
against hunger. Accor- 
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ding to the Project Bread 
website, the Walk for 
Hunger is their largest 
community fundraiser 
for hunger solutions. For 
the past 51 years, they’ve 
seen tens of thousands of 
people walk to raise the 
issue of hunger and raise 
funds to help others have 
enough to eat.

new, additional protec- 
tive gear. Although they 
have always been care- 
ful, Tustin said his per- 
sonnel have ramped up 
precautions. Whereas a 
medical response for a 
sprained ankle, for ex- 
ample, formerly might 
not have called for a face 
mask, now an N95 face 
mask, face shield, and 
gown are required for 
every medical call. 

Further, they use pro- 
tective masks for all 
calls, not just the med- 
ical ones. 

Every police officer 
has been issued multiple 
sets of masks, gloves, 
face shields, and gowns. 
The gear is kept in the 
cruiser to be at hand for 
use when necessary, spe- 
cifically when social dis- 
tancing is not possible. 
According to MacDon- 
nell, so far the officers 
have had ample opportu- 
nity to don the protection 
before making an arrest. 

Both chiefs have expres- 
sed appreciation for do- 
nated gear from the Chi- 
nese American Network 
of Winchester. Also, Body 
Armor Outlet and the 
Data Ed Company of Sa- 
lem, NH, donated masks, 
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walked it for 33 years.

Don’t click on one 
claiming to be from the IRS. 

Phone Scams: Phone criminals

taxpayers. The IRS has seen a surge of these phone scams 
in recent years as con artists threaten taxpayers with 
things like police arrest, deportation, and license 
revocation. 

Identity Theft: Taxpayers should be alert all year long 
to tactics aimed at stealing their identities. The IRS, 
working in conjunction with the Security Summit 
partnership of state tax agencies and the tax industry, has 
made major improvements in detecting tax return related 
identity theft during the last several years. The agency 
reminds taxpayers that they can help in preventing this 
crime. The IRS continues to aggressively pursue 
criminals that file fraudulent tax returns using someone 
else’s Social Security number.

WILMINGTON — Follow- 
ing six affirmative votes, 
the School Committee au- 
thorized the Town of Wil- 
mington to submit State- 
ment of Interest Forms for 
six individual (Massachu- 
setts School Building Au- 
thority) MSBA core pro- 
gram grants, one for each 
elementary school in town. 
The Wildwood School has 
been identified as top pri- 
ority for investment. 

According to Brand, school 
consolidation is still being 
considered as a meaning- 
ful path for the town’s ele- 
mentary schools. 

“We believe that we have a 
number of facility needs, as 
it relates to our infrastruc- 
ture and out aged facili- 
ties,” Brand said, noting 
also that across the grant 
program there are far more 
applications placed than 
can be accepted. 

Brand noted that a priori- 
ty project had to be identi- 
fied, and advocated that the 
Wildwood School be that 
project. “The Wildwood, I 
believe, is in the worst con- 
dition and needs to have 
attention much _ sooner 
than later,” Brand said. 

He noted that, even in a 
best case scenario, the gen- 
eral time frame for an 


MSBA grant ranges from 4- 
7 years until the new facili- 
ty can be occupied. He sug- 
gested even this may not be 
adequate for the Wildwood 
School in particular. 

“I do not think that the 
Wildwood School has any- 
where close to that amount 
of time left,” he stated. 

Brand recommended that 
the town secure a third 
party as a capital request to 
assist Wilmington in stu- 
dying what other options on 
an interim measure would 
be available. This process 
would be slated for F'Y 2021. 
A key aspect of any investi- 
gation would be how the 
district would be reorgan- 
ized and how students and 
staff would potentially be 
incorporated into other 
spaces, should the Wild- 
wood School be unavailable 
for any set period of time. 

In response to a question 
from committee member Da- 
vid Ragsdale, Brand noted 
that the committee had ap- 
proved a request in the capi- 
tal budget to go forward with 
this application process. 

What an internal reorgan- 
ization might be to incorpo- 
rate students, staff into 
other spaces. 

“Thank you for your sup- 
port, and obviously we 
will cross our fingers and 
hopefully be able to put 
our best foot forward.”

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Home care options for seniors 


To the editor, 

COVID-19 has presented 
a tragic threat to seniors 
in many nursing homes 
and assisted living facil- 
ities. Some families ques- 
tion whether they can 
safely bring their loved one 
home. Other families won- 
der whether they can take 
steps today to avoid the 
need for such care in the 
future and to let their loved 
ones age in place. Given the 
uncertain duration of this 
pandemic, these are worthy 
questions to consider. 

This letter is not a criti- 
cism of nursing homes or 
assisted living facilities, 
many of which are doing 
everything in their power 
to protect and provide for 
their residents. Moreover, 
living at home may not be 
a-safe or desired option for 
many current facility resi- 
dents who have complex 
medical needs and cannot 
be safe at home. But for 
those exploring their op- 
tions, it is vital to first 
understand the facts so 
they can make an inform- 
ed decision. 

While some families can 
privately pay a home care 
agency to help, often at 
rates of $25/hour or more, 
this may not be a viable 
long-term option for sen- 
iors requiring. substantial 
caregiver services. 

Unfortunately, few fami- 
lies ever learn that Mass- 
Health (Medicaid) offers 
several home care bene- 


fit programs for seniors. 
Each program has slight- 
ly different eligibility re- 
quirements but there are 
two broad requirements. 

First, a screening nurse 
must. determine that an 
applicant “clinically” qua- 
lifies for benefits by find- 
ing that they require a 
nursing home level of care. 
This may sound onerous, 
but we find that in most 
cases, if the senior really 
needs extra help, they of- 
ten clinically qualify. 

Second, an applicant 
must satisfy the income 
and asset eligibility re- 
quirements. 

Even those families who 
learn about these Mass- 
Health programs often get 
incorrect information on 
eligibility requirements 
and benefits. To be fair, the 
programs are misunder- 
stood by many profession- 
als including lawyers, hos- 
pital social workers, finan- 
cial advisors, and even 
some elder service agency 
caseworkers. Of course, no 
one intends to mislead 
families. The fact is that 
the eligibility rules and 
planning opportunities are 
deeply complex. 

Consider a few of the 
more common misconcep- 
tions we hear from fami- 
lies: 

“My income or assets 
disqualify me.” Don’t 
shortchange yourself or 
your loved one by assum- 
ing you cannot qualify. 


Whether an applicant is 
married or unmarried, 
there are a range of lawful 
planning. strategies that 
may be available to help 
qualify. 

“T want private home care 
agency caregivers. I don’t 
want a MassHealth care- 
giver.” MassHealth can 
pay for caregivers from 
many of the same private 
home care agencies offer- 
ing services to the public. 
MassHealth even has pro- 
grams that may allow you 
to hire and manage your 
own caregiver directly, if 
you are concerned about 
agencies and staff turnover. 

“T need more hours of 
care than MassHealth will 
ever cover.” Coverage will 
vary depending upon an 
applicant’s clinical (med- 
ical) need for services, 
whether that be a few 
hours a week or even up to 
24/7 care in some cases. 

“Tt am disqualified for 
MassHealth because of the 
five-year lookback period 
for gifts I have made.” 
Don’t make assumptions. 
Consult a specialist to 
learn the facts. 

I advise that families 
consult a qualified Elder 
Law Attorney who regu- 
larly handles MassHealth 
at home (“community”) 


- benefits applications. The 


planning and application 
process is quite different 
from MassHealth nursing 
home benefits so be sure 
that your attorney has a 


lot of successful experi- 
ence with at home applica- 
tions. Only by learning the 
legal options in your case 
can you make an informed 
decision about whether at 
home care is viable for 
you or your loved one. 

Finally, I recommend 
that families consult their 
local Elder Service Agen- 
cy to confirm what servic- 
es may be available to help 
seniors “age in place” at 
home even for those who 
may not be on Mass- 
Health. If you' are uncer- 
tain which agency covers 
your town, contact the MA 
Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs website at www. 
800ageinfo.com or 1-800- 
AGE-INFO.

experts that must drive 
the decision-making pro- 
cess.

to use their resources to 
support those who want 
them. 

“Those that are relapsing 
after having a year or more 
or sobriety under their 
belts is just crushing for the 
counselors. The more peo- 
ple are isolated, the more 
addiction can take hold,” 
said Page-Shelton. 

Job loss and financial 
worries are also factors 
that raise anxiety levels. 

As a way to battle isola- 
tion, some support groups 
have gone online, but ac- 
cess to computers or other 
tech is not always avail- 
able. There have been re- 
ports of support meetings 
held on video conference 
platforms being “Zoom 
bombed,” impacting the 
trust and security of the 
meeting environment for 
attendees, according to 
the counselors. 

Page-Shelton said that 
his counselors are trying 
to tell their clients to stay 
busy, go for a walk, or find 
a new hobby. Reif said that 
she is checking in much 
more frequently, some- 
times multiple times a day, 
with people she is working 
with, to support them 
through their struggles. 

Ruggiero and Welch urge 
family members to keep 
the following resource list 
handy and reach out at 
any time. 
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Welch said, “even our 
first responders are hav- 
ing to learn how to cope 
with the strain of this pan- 
demic; adopting breathing 
exercises and meditation- 
this is affecting everyone.”

Hunger page reads: “As 
the impact of the coron- 
avirus makes itself felt in 
the United States, those 
who already struggle to 
get enough to eat are go- 
ing to face extra burdens 
in the month to come: the 
burden will come in the 
form of school closings 
that will affect children 
who rely on school meals 
for their daily nutrition 
needs. It will come in the 
form of not being able to 
stock up on staples in case 
of quarantine because of 
the limits to SNAP (food 
stamps) benefits. It will 
come in the form of the 
need to buy groceries and 
pay rent, bills and medical 
expenses, despite lost wa- 
ges.

and Tustin acknowledged 
face shields from MIT and 
other goods like hand sani- 
tizer and food from citi- 
zens. 

Another major change 
MacDonnell noted is a new 
emphasis on safeguarding 
the health of his own staff. 
Where possible police offi- 
cers must maintain social 
distancing from one anoth- 
er as well as the public. 
This has included not hav- 
ing roll call as usual, com- 
municating by texting, al- 
tering the schedule to avoid 
overlapping shifts, and dri- 
ving singly (as is usual). All 
officers have instructions 
for what to do if they cannot 
maintain distance. 

Since fire personnel work 
as teams and cannot main- 
tain distances among them- 
selves, Tustin said they are 
relying on measures as 
advocated by the CDC for 
cleanliness and hygiene. 

After every medical call, 
Fire Department appara- 
tus is sanitized and the 
vehicles are also disinfec- 
ted daily. With assistance 
from the DPW and Fire 
Department, all the police 
cruisers are sanitized at 
the beginning and end of 
every shift. 


Hospital drive-by 


Fire and police have not 
been called to interact pro- 
fessionally with known 
COVID-19 victims. Tustin’s 
sense is that the citizenry 
is well informed about the 


* proper channels to pursue 


for medical testing, consul- 
tation, and treatment. 

To honor those who are 
in the front line of the pan- 
demic, Tustin initiated the 
suggestion of a “heroes sa- 
luting heroes” drive by the 
hospital. With the help and 
support of officer Daniel 
Perenick and Chief Mac- 
Donnell, as well as the 
hospital’s security officer 
Ron Knight, a drive-by of 
combined public safety 
vehicles from Winchester, 
Woburn, Stoneham, Med- 
ford, Arlington, Lexington, 
Burlington, Wilmington, 
and Reading was success- 


fully arranged for Thurs- 


day (see https://youtu.be 
/6JBKUUimilc). 

Fortunately, no staff at 
the Fire Department have 
contracted the virus. They 
are, however, watchful and 
have instituted a practice 
of taking temperatures and 
doing a health check with 
a questionnaire. 

At the officers’ request, 
almost half the Police De- 
partment has been tested 
for the virus. One sympto- 
matic and one asympto- 
matie officer were diag- 
nosed, one of whom has 
already recovered. 


Changes in policing 


Tustin reported that his 
department is generally do- 
ing business as usual. Other 
than a higher level of pre- 
cautionary measures, the 
only real impact he noted is 
the anxiety impact. 

But there have been 
some changes in policing. 


Though the department 
remains very busy and 
even has some additional 
responsibilities, according 
to MacDonnell callouts are 
down about 50 percent with 
the primary calls being for 
medical aid, well-being 
checks, and alarms. With 
more people sheltering, 
there have been fewer mo- 
tor vehicle accidents and 
no recent break-ins. 

Although some media in 
other areas of the country 
have reported an increase 
in domestic violence cases, 
MacDonnell said there has 
not been an increase in 
Winchester, nor, according 
to his conversations with 
other chiefs, in nearby 
towns. 

So far, he said, they have 
rarely been called upon to 
police the new epidemic 
restrictions, the exceptions 
being some calls about 
youth congregating at town 
parks and fields. Another 
problem area has been 
around the Fells which has 
been experiencing a large 
volume of visitors, leading 
to incidents of parking in 
prohibited areas. 

Though call volume may 
be down, there has actually 
been an increase in the 
responsibilities placed on 
the department due to the 
closing of the courts. For 
example, restraining orders 
are issued now by the po- 
lice rather than the courts. 

Since arraignments have 
to be done remotely, if the 
police do take a prisoner 
they have to hold them 
longer than usual. Officers 
have been instructed, where 
it is not a public safety risk, 
to focus on summonsing 
rather than bringing law- 
breakers to the station. 


Suspended services 


A few services for both 
departments have been al- 
tered or suspended. The 
Fire Department has had 
to defer inspections of real 
estate and is temporarily 
not interacting with groups 
for public education. 

Over at the Police Station, 
since the records depart- 
ment is closed to the public, 
residents are asked to call 
to request copies of reports, 
which will either be held at 
the front desk or e-mailed. 
Applicants for firearm li- 
censes are instructed to 
mail in their new or renew- 
al applications according to 
instructions posted on their 
web page. 

Due to the closing of 
schools and the shutdown 
of many businesses which 
has drastically lessened 
downtown parking, the Po- 
lice Department is now op- 
erating without parking 
wardens and _ crossing 
guards. Since everyone at 
the Fire Department is 
deemed critical, that staff 
remains at its full strength. 

While some procedures 
have changed and new 
practices put into place, 
much in the Public Safety 
business is not new and has 
not altered. 

As Tustin said, “We are 
in the business of respond- 
ing to emergency and haz- 
ardous situations.”
